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NOTE. 

I find that Weisia mucronulata Bruch is described on page 158 in Vol. 
IV, Part I of Sprengel's Linnaei Systema Vegetabilium (1827). The first 
eighteen words of the last paragraph of my article in the March Bryolo- 
gist consequently become irrelevant, and the reference to " W. mucron- 
atula" in Paris' Index Bryologicus (p. 1365) under Weisia mucronata is 
shown to be incorrect. At the same time I would suggest that the word 
" quoted " in the first paragraph of my article be changed to translated.

Prof. Holzinger suggests that "is also removed" which appears on page 
8 (line 22) of the January article be changed to "is retained" (i. e. as a 
Hymenostomum).
